Bottle 



I, Francis Spack, a Swiss citizen of 10, 
chemin de FUnion, Prilly, Lausanne, Switzer- 
land, do hereby declare the invention for 
which I pray that a patent may be granted 
5 to me and the method by which it is to be 
performed, to be particularly described in 
and by the following statement : — 

Bottles are known containing fruits which 
are bigger than the botOe^neckrTaid fruits 

iU generally are introduced through the bottle 
neck when they are still small, the bottle be- 
ing suspended on the tree until the fruit is 
ripe. This method naturally is very expen- 
sive, particularly because many losses are en- 

15 countered. Moreover, the quality of the 
fruits often falls short of that desired. 

Further, glass bottles are known having a 
removable bottom also consisting of glass 
and by which a tight fitting is achieved either 

20 by a special coating or by a packing. With 
such bottles it is possible to introduce the 
ripe fruits through the bottom and to close 
this later. The fact that the bottom consists 
of glass requires a right packing having some 

25 disadvantages which are caused by the quali- 
ties of the materials generally utilized for 
such purposes. 

Therefore, it is the object of the present 
invention to provide a bottle for beverages, 

30 for example those such as liqueurs which 
contain aj cohql , which bottle may contain a 
fruit having "dimensions bigger than the 
bottle neck, the bottle having a removable 
bottom. 

35 This invention consists in a bottle for a 
beverage containing at least one fruit the di- 
mensions of which are bigger than the bottle 
neck, the body of the bottle consisting of 
glass and the bottle being provided with a 

40 removable bottom having a greater width 
than the bottle neck and consisting of plas- 
tic, to allow the introduction of fruit, and so 
that said plastic itself assures a tight fitting 
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of the bottom onto the body of the bottle. 

The invention will be more clearly under- 45 
stood from the following detailed description 
of a particular embodiment thereof shown 
in the accompanying drawing, of which 
Figure 1 is a side view of a bottle, mainly 
in cross-section, and 

Figure 2 is a side view of the cover, in 
cross-section. 

In the drawing 1 refers to the body of a 
cylindrical glass^hottl e the lower part of 
which is opeirr~Adjacent its lower edge the 55 
bottle is provided with a thread 3 molded on 
the body 1 thereof, on which thread a cover 
2 of plastic is threaded. Said cover 2 is in- 
jection molded and is fitted warm on the 
bottle, so that it engages tightly when it cools 60 
down, and is therefore not easily removable. 

A branch 4 of cherries is introduced 
through the bottoroof the bottle which then 
is closed in the manner described above. The 
bottle may be filled then with a liqueur, for 65 
instance with " kirsch", in the usual manner 
through the botfre neck, which is then closed 
as usual 

The plastic used to make the removable 
bottom facilitates an excellent tight fitting of 70 
the bottom to the body of the bottle in that 
the elastic qualities of the plastic itself may 
be utilized. Accordingly, a packing or coat- 
ing to render the joint between the bottom 
and body of the bottle tight may be safely 75 
omitted. 

It is evident that the invention is in no 
way limited to the embodiment shown in the 
drawing, except as defined in the appended 
claims. Thus the bottle may have any other 80 
shape, for example more bulging, and the 
bottle may contain any kind of fruit and any 
kind of beverage. 

WHAT I CLAIM IS :— 

1. Bottle for a beverage containing at 85 
least one fruit the dimensions of which are

bigger than the bottle neck, the body of the 
bottle consisting of glass and the bottle 
being provided with a removable bot- 
tom having a greater width than the bottle 

5 neck and consisting of plastic, to allow the 
introduction of fruit, and so that said plastic 
itself assures a tight fitting of the bottom on- 
to the body of the bottle. 
2. Bottle in accordance with claim 1, the 

10 bottom having the form of a cover which is 
threaded on the body of the bottle. 
3. Bottle in accordance with claim 1 or 2, 



the bottom being injection molded and fitted 
on to the bottle whilst warm. 

4. Bottle in accordance with any of 15 
claims 1, 2 or 3, and containing a beverage 
having said fruit therein. 

5. Bottle substantially as hereinbefore 
described with reference to and as shown in 
the accompanying drawing. 20 
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
